MONTREAL / March 20, 1991 -- Concordia University's task 
force on multiculturalism has organized a series of events to mark 
the International Day for the Elimination of Racism to be held 
Thursday, March 21 in Room H-762 of the University's Henry F. Hall 
Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve Blvd. W. The theme of the Concordia 
events is "Racism Breaks the Circle" and examines the historic 
racism directed at native peoples. 


At 10 a.m., Dr. Patrick Kenniff, Concordia Rector & Vice-Chancellor 
and Mr. John Curotte, traditional Mohawk Elder will open the day of 
discussion, debate, information and education. More than a dozen 
native organizations and community groups from within and outside 
the University plan to attend. 


Information booths will be set up on the mezzanine by native 
organizations and Montreal associations dealing with racism. Films 
on racism and native rights will be shown throughout the University. 
Dr. Chengiah Ragaven, from Concordia University's Department of 
Sociology and Anthropology, will moderate the panel discuss at 10:30 
a.m. on the mezzanine of the Hall building. 
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
